On March 12, 1965, United States Attorney MANUEL L. 
REAL was advised that the FBI had been directed by the Attorney 
General of the United States to conduct a limited inquiry into 
the events at the Federal Building, Los Angeles, California, 
that had taken place on March 10, 1965. Mr. REAL was advised 
that, in accord with his request of the FBI, the FBI would 
contact the various news media to secure film, motion pictures, 
results of interviews, etc., that had taken place on March 10, 
1965, at the time the arrests were being made in front of the 
Federal Building on the Spring Street side by the United States 
Marshals. Mr. REAL advised that the Chief of the Crimi nal 
Division, Uni ted States Attorney's Office, Los Angeles, 1 I 
I I would be aware of the identities of persons in 

the news media who might be in a position to be of assistance 
in this matter. 

Concerning the events of March 10, 1965* Mr. REAL 
advised that at 3:05 p.m. he himself had advised those persons ' 
blocking the doors of the Federal Building on the Spring Street 
side to clear the area in view of the fact that they were dis- 
rupting the work of the U. S. District Court, the Federal Grand 
Jury, and the Federal Government in general. At that time he 
advised them that they had fifteen minutes to clear the area. 

At 4:35 p.m. Mr. REAL again made an appearance and 
advised the persons blockading the entrance of the same informa- 
tion as he had at 3:05 p.m., this time advising them that they 
had three minutes to clear the area or they would be arrested. 
Following their failure to clear the area he gave instructions 
to the United States Marshals to begin making the arrests of 
all persons who had •failed to heed his request. 

Mr. REAL also advised, in connection with the demon- 
stration i n general, that on March 9, he had informed 
I I a representative of the Congress of Racial Equality, 
that the demonstr ations were disrupting the work of the Federal 
Building and that I I had informed him, in substance, 
that that was exactly what the demonstrations were intended to 
do.

He did observe, however, that approximately one-half 
' hour after this episode approximately one hundred persons were 
. standing on the steps of the Federal Building and that they 
later spread to stand in front of a number of doors, but the 
larger mass of these persons was toward the center doors of the 
Federal Building.

The film is all silent and contains no interviews; 
however, it does contain detailed shots of the demonstrations, 
including about 15 minutes of footage of demons tratoc>a^being 
arrested for blocking the Mail trucks and other illegal acts 
during the demonstrations. 

This is the original film and is to be returned to 
KTTV at the earliest time after it has been reviewed by the 
proper authorities to determine if it is of an evidentiary 
value .

Sunset Boulevard, Hollywood, California, was contacted b (- 
concerning films and interviews made during the demonstrations b7c 
at the Federal Building, L os Angeles, during the period / 
March 9 through 11, 1965. I I advised that KNXT had / 

taken approximately 2000 feet of film during these demonstrations 
and KNXT was in the process of making a TV tape of about 
980 feet from previously edited film from the total footage. 

The agents observed this TV tape of two reels, 
the first reel containing film from the demonstration 
March 9, 1965, and lasting 14 minutes 10 seconds; and 
the second reel containing film from the demonstration 
March 10, 1965, and lasting 12 minutes, 45 seconds. In 
reel one, the early part, a young male Negro stated that since 
"we" cannot get to the sixth floor, "i" suggest we walk in 
the elevator and sit in the elevator. Again in reel one, 
early part, a man, possibly a U.S. Marshal, said he would 
appreciate the pickets leaving the building. A man answered 
that they would not leave the building until 13 people were 
brought down from upstairs. In reel one also, early part, 
a young man urged all the demonstrators to follow him upstairs 
into the Federal Building. 

In reel two, after five minutes, j( 35 seconds, 
a malevoice is heard calling the deputies bastards. 



Through arrangements perfected by|_ 



copies of the two reels of TV tape were obtained, together 
with a monophonic one track 7! speed magnetic audio tape 
of the sound from the two reels. The reels of tape have not 
been processed and are in th e negative fo rm. The two reels 
of tape are tobe returned to I I The audio tape 

need not be returned. 
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Agents also observed the remainder of the 2000 feet 
of film taken by KTTV. About half way through reel one of 
three reels a male voice is heard saying that since you cannot 
get up on the sixth floor and have to go up to the seventh 
floor and then come down one, you should walk in the elevator 
door at the sixth floor do they cannot go anywhere. Also., 
about three quarters through reel one, a young Negro man says 
to go to the front door of the federal building, block them 
and do not let anyone out.

Angeles, or available personnel from the U. S. Marshal's 
Office and those special deputies sworn in on March 10, 
1965, .to assist the U. S. Marshal's Office in arresting the 
demonstrators blocking the entrances to the Federal Building. 
The 51 special deputies were obtained from personnel of the 
Federal Bureau of Narcotics, Internal Revenue Service Intel- 
ligence Division, Secret Service and Marshal's guards.

For the information of the Bureau, none of the 69 
booking slips of the -subjects indicate the identity of the 
arresting officer. Under the limited inquiry instructions of 
the Attorney General, the arresting officer is the only proper 
witness to identify each subject as being in violation of the 
statute. The U„ S. Attorney, Los Angeles, is aware of this 
problem and plans on exhibiting mug photographs of the 69 subject 
taken at time of booking, 3/IO/65, to all persons utilized as 
Government arresting personnel on the same date. In the event 
there are some of the 69 subjects who cannot be identified with 
a specific arresting officer, the U. S. Attorney, Los Angeles, 
is considering having all the arresting personnel view the news- 
reels covering the arrests to refresh their memories in an 
attempt to link each subject with- an arresting officer. • The 
Bureau will be kept advised in this matter, y

the 69 subjects should be made available to the U. S. Attorney, 
Los Angeles, by appropriate communication.
